The River was ruing very slowly, yesterday, 
scarcely two inches in 24 hours, with a little over 
live feet water in the canal. Pink Yarble, falls 
pilot, reports SI inches water on the falls, through 
the pass. The weather, after three nights and 
mornings of heavy frosts and ice, turned more 
moderate yesterday, and a little more riin would 
uot surprise us. 

At Cincinnati the river was stationary, yester- 
day, and about the same report came from Pitts- 
burgh. 

The rite at this point has reached its maximum, 
and it will be a tight squeeze to get the Tiger, 
bound for Mobile, over tbe falls. She is too wide 
for the canal, and draws a few inches too much 
for the falls. If her bottom and timbers are stout, 
she can, under skillful guidance, make the passage 
by jumping a few inches. The Natchez went over 
the fails, on her first trip, drawing four or five 
inches more than tbe water in the chute. 

The Poland, Captain Frisbee, having been de- 
tained, takes her departure to the Ouachita river 
this evening. She has already engaged over 160 
tons of merchandise, liquors, provisions, etc., all 
purchased in this city during the past day or two 
dt parties on the boat.

The last arrivals report nearly five feet on the 
bars along the lower Ohio, aud the lower part of 
the river tailing pretty fast, caused by the rapid 
fall of the Mississippi, which drains the water off.

The river below tbe falls, since the lowest stage 
of water this season, Las risen, altogether, five 
feet, which ought to make five feet “out.” 

Tbe Mississippi, at Memphis, had risen two feet 
at the last advices, ant was still swelling. It has, 
however, been falling fast at St. Louis, which will 
aoon make it recede at Memphis.

From Washington. 

Washington, Nov. 17. — A private letter just 
received from Ftteson Arizonia, by the overland 
mail, dated October 27th, states that a new revo- 
lution has broken out in Sonora against Govern- 
or Peschiera, and in favor of the Zuloaga govern- 
ment. General Gaudarez’s son’s had escaped 
from jail, and taken refuge with other political ex- 
iles near Zuba in Arizonia. It is believed tbe 
revolution will be more virulent than auy hereto- 
fore, and prove successful agaiust Peschiera. — 
Lieutenant Mourv had returned from Guayinas 
to Tuesan, and gone to visit the new gold dig- 
gings on the Gila river, which are said to be vety 
rich. About lOo men were making large wages. 
Considerable excitement existed in Southern Cali- 
fornia on the subject. Tbe Apaches were again 
becoming troublesome, baviug driven off consid- 
erable stock, and were giving much annoyauce to 
the overland mail company. One man has been 
killed and auother wouuded, almost oa the high 
road from Qiteson to Quebec. Military protec- 
tion was much needed. Considerable emigration 
had come iu during the season. Seveial new set- 
tlements had been made, and Queson was full of 
Americans. Tbe same letter, iu speaking of the 
late rebellion iu Guaymas, says that it is termina- 
ted by tbe flight and' surrender of the authorities. 

The State Department has received information 
of the death of Samuel Burge Rawle, of Pennsyl- 
vania, United States Consul at Macao. 

A petition, numerously signed, has been recent- 
ly received here, asking the government to take 
vigorous measures to procure satisfaction from 
Peru, growing ont of the seizure of the American 
vessels Georgians and Lizzie Thompson, and the 
maltreatment of their officers and crews — but our 
government had anticipated the application, and 
is earnestly pressing the question to a settlement. 

An answer has been sent to the collector of Mo- 
bile in reply to his inquiry whether he should give 
a clearance to the Walker emigrant vessel, but 
for prudential reasons,fits tenor is, for the pres- 
ent, concealed. 

Information has been received here that a large 
number of these adventurers have assembled in 
that city, but it is certain that they will not be 
permitted to leave for Nicaragua, unless they suc- 
ceed iu eluding the vigilance of tbe federal offi- 
cers.

We notice an increased activity in the general market, 
which together with the lmprovevent in navigation, and 
the commencement of the pork packing season, has 
msds business quite brisk. Ths supplies of groceries 
are also increasing, and sugar has somewhat declined. 
The imports tf merchandise, iron, glass, nails, and other 
manufactured articles from Pittsburgh, Wheeling, and 
the East, have bean rather heavy, and the supplies may 
b e set down ts abundant aud well assorted. The con- 
troversy and troubfe with tbe city authorities in regard 
to the inspection of tobacco, is as yet, unsettled, but the 
farmers and buyers need be under no apprehensions in 
regaidtothe controversy, as it cannot jeopardise, or 
irjnre the trade. The warehouse men will particularly 
watch over ths interests of the prodacer, and tobacco is 
in such constant demand here, that the buyers are cer- 
tain to invariably pay the best market price. Good 
Judges of tobacco are interested In the auction ware- 
houses, and will attend especially to ths sampling and 
sale of every hogshead sent to the market. 

The pork packing season U now In full operation, and 
all the slaughter houses will be at work by the close of 
the week. The receipts of hows by railroads, and on 
foot, have averaged five thousand per day, for some 
days, and the pens are pretty well filled. The market 
has gradually assumed a firmer tone, with an advance 
in both hogs and the product, though most of the trans- 
actions have not been made public. We can, however, 
quote sales of over 6,000 hogs at $6 20 to 6 80 net, for 
early delivering, chiefly at $6 26. In some instances at 
the close, choics hogs would command highet rates. — 
Considerable sales are noted in our summary annexed. 
At Indianapolis, 8 ,000 hogs have been slaughtered, with 
sales for December delivered at $6, the highest price, for 
choice lot*. Prices yesterday had advanced to 
$6 40. The Central Porkhouse, at Lexington, Ky. 
commenced killing on Wednesday, and had slaughtered* 

2 000 head, with sales at $4 60, gross At Lafayette, 
Ind., a few hogs have been slaughtered at $5, and at St. 
Louis $6 60aS 76 were the rates a few days since, but 
sines the packing there, commenced, a few choice lots of 
hogs commanded $6 Tbe farmers are realizing hand- 
tomely at the present prices, as it is the rule that 
when corn commands 60 cents per bnshel, pork costs 6 
cents per pound. Corn is worth lets than 60 cents to the 
farmer, while hogs are freely selling at over 6 cents. — 
The advance, however, is mainly predicated upon the 
anticipations of a “shoit crop” of hogs. The Cincin- 
nati Cazette of yesterday has the following : 

The speculative demand for hogs noticed in our last 
has continued with but slight intermission during the 
week, and the contracts made for future delivery have 
been lrrge, and the desire to buy, on the part of out- 
siders, general and strong. Our regular pact ers have 
not been baying freely, aud as a general thing, have no 
faith in the present extraordinary high prices. Tbe 
sales daring the week add up 40, OOu head, chiefly for 
future delivery, opening at $6 25. and closing at #fi 50 
for bogs averaging 200 lbs, and at the close, the latter 
rate would be paid for present delivery, and holders 
asked $6 75. 

The weather, which has been cloudy and rainy for 
nearly three weeks, suddenly cleared off Saturday morn- 
ing, with a high wind, a storm followed by heavy frosts, 
a snow storm of several hours duration, and Ice fretly 
made both in sun and shade. It was freezing cold 
to-day, though cloudy, with a prespect of another suow 
storm. The river hat been gradually rising, though not 
very much, but tufllcient to start out several of the 
first class packets, and natigation has so much Improved 
that the rates of freights are much reduced. 

Our quotations are altogether the wholesale prices for 
articles, which on time orders, or retail sales to the coun- 
try, command in advance.
